fomentin, an annaturall Ware, in che bowels 
of His owne. Kingdome, dirc&ly againlt His 
Sacred Perion, Crown,and Dignity. Without 
a Commiſſion under His Majeltics broad veale, 
tir may be (as he is indecd,)an Uturper and 
Iatruder into power, for which he, and all his 
Adherents; are obnoxious to His Mijeſty and 
the Law, in the high crime: of Rebellion ; but 
cannot juſtl y nor-with any Colour of reatoa,, 
ſttle himiclic Generall. to the. Kmg and Parlia- 
mint. The very countertciting of this power, 
without tac true owner» leavecard againſt his, 
cxpteſſe Command, doth evidently ſhcw, That 
heknows he can have no Military Power with- 

outHis Mazcſty,muci Icflc againſtHisMajeſty. 
As it is the hearty defire and prayer of all true 
Engliſhmen, that they may ſpcedily ſee a blel- 
led conjunttion of King .axd Parliament ; ſo.we

cannot but take notice, That they who Joyne

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ture deliberation, in a caſe extraordinary (ſit- 
ting the Parliament, ) have diſclaimed this 
power, and plainly acknowledged, That it is 
an eſſcntiall and inſeparable Flower of the 
Crown, That it belongs ſolely ro His Majeſty, 


+. To defend force of Armour, at all times when it 


ſhall pleaſe him, and to puniſh them that ſhall doe 
contrary : and that tbe Prelates, Earles, Larons, 
Commonalty are bound to aide him as their Sove- 
reigne Lord at all ſeaſons when need ſhall be. 
Where the very Title is fo apparently un- 
truc & ſuppoſititious, what truth can be expe- 
ed in the body of the writing ? The firſt ſub- 
zect of his Declaration, are the Priſoners taken 
. at Seacroft. Surely he had great reaſon ro have 
expreſſed himſclfe more forward, for the Re- 


demption of thoſe poore ſeduced Perſons, 
then hitherto he hath done, who without any 


Authority on his part, or Obligation on their 


_part,did hazard both their bodyes and Soules, 


meerly todo him ſervice. He pleads for them

They had quarter promiſed them, that contrary 
to the Rules of Chriſtianity, Charity, the Laws 
op Land, and the Law of Arms they have 

zn detcined in durance. It is true they had

'ruine fo many thouſands of their Neighbours 
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Quarter given them, not out of any favonr to 
their Rebellious courſes, but out of Pirty to 
their Perſons, and their miſled ſeduced ſimpli- 
city,in hope that when their eyes were opened 
they would returne to their former Loyalty : 
but Inever heard that they had any Quarter 
promiſed, or that there was any Treaty held,or 


any Covenants propoſed or condiſcended un- 


to, but a free and abſolute ſubmiſſion of them- 
{clves. So the ſole and ſingle ground of this 
inveive Declamation, hath no more truth m1 
it then the Title. We arc now told of Chriſtian 
Charity, But where was the conſideration of 
this Chriſtian Charity, when the accord made 
at Rothwell, with his own conſent, was perfi- 
diouſly broken ? the obferyation whereot had 
ſaved the effuſion of ſo much Chriſtian 


| Blood,and prevented {o many Murthers,Rob- 


beries, Impriſonments of his Majeſties Loy-

I would gladly 
know where that Law 13 written, which al-

If he and his Adherents 
have no favour, but what the Laws of this 
Land do afford them, chey muſt expedt releife

were no ſignes of any intention to deſtroy them : 


"They have wanted neither Sermons,nor other 


Divine Offices : The Wites and Siſters of 
ſuch as have been fick, have had free Liberty 
from time to time to attend them : The pub- 


lick colleftions of ſuch as favour them, and 


the private Benevolence of particular Friends, 
cither in the Citry or. Country, have been 
duely converted to their beſt advantage : And 
Except the inconveniences which accompany 


along and throng impriſonment, they have 


wanted nothing which moderate men could 
B defi 
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deſire. But az 100 ere dead, and 200 more 


are ſick. Let it be admitted, can the moſt 
carctull Governers keep fickneſſe out of therr 
Camps ? It it were but out of. a provident cit- 
cumpcion, tor the lafery of the Citty and 
Gur iclves, we had reaſon to ule all our beſt in- 
deavours, to keep contagious dilcales from a- 
mong th. m. T his aſperſion15-rather caſt upon 
Almighty God, then any way concernes us, 
unlcflc he could ſhewin particular, whercin 
the Officers have failed 1n doing their duties, 
1 prevent all occaſion of infeftion,they have 
becn C v.ded as much as poflibly .could be ; 
Div:rie of the Officers and ſome nthers are 
lodgedin che Citty, {ome 11 Davy Hull, ſome 
in Merchants Hall, places of good receit, ſome 
1m private Houlcs, and ſundry of them are ad- 
mirted to walke up and downe the Cir- 
ty, with-a Keeper. The common Prilo- 
ners. in the Caſile have the Liberty of 
the Cafile , where they. walke all Day 
long ar their plealure, and at Nighr lye in 
the great Hall , free both from Wind and 
Raine. Now to cenſure Mens intenricns, 
up2N probable Surmilcs, is raſhneſſe, todoc it 
againſt ſuck apparent light, i is farre ſrom thoſe

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Rules of Chriſtian Charity which he pretends, 
It the Death of theſe Friloners mutt be im- 
puted to any man,to whom rather then to the 
Lord Fairfax limielfe? who drew them into 
their Rebellious courſes, who hath negle&.d 
them in their diſtrefle, and now when he hach 
mcancsto redeem them , feems to urye che 
fickneti* of ſome of them, rather as an Argu- 
ment. of Diſcourteſy towards us, then of Re- 
licfe unto them ; as if he meaſured his favours 
nat accarding to their paſſed i: vice, but his 
preſent uſe. The ground of this heavy Accu- 
ſation followes. | 
Wlich doth more evidently apfecre, in that I 
kize often effered exchange 'of Priſoners taken at 
Walchicld gud! other Phices, for Redemption of 
thoſe takers ct Sear Croft and elſewhere tirft, 
the evidence 1s not {uffictent to prove his Aﬀer- 
tion; He that hall bind the hands of a Phrene- 
tique man, or reſtrein Perſons who are wiltul- 
ly. bent to hure themſelves or others, is not 
preſently guiity-of an intention to deſtroy they, 
ſince it argues much more probably a deſire to 
ſave them. Sccondly, an Exchen_e of Man for 


Man by the Poll; is not alwayes an equall Ex- 
| change; according to a true Geometrical pro-

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portion, if the one have a more conſiderable 
' Eitare then che other : yer ſuch Exchanges as - 
theſe, we have cither been neccſlitated to 
make with his Lord(hip, or to have none at all. 
Thirdly, a great part of tais mortallity was 
paſt,before Wakeficl{ was to accidentally and 
unfortunately loſt ; fo as bis Lordſhips offer 
came late, and un{caſonably, even by his own 
Contefſion. Bur Jeaving all. thele advantages, 
the very truth 13 this, The Lord Faire/ax did: 
once condileend to a Treaty, before the ſup-: 
prite of Wak:3:11, abour the Redemprion of* 
the Sex-Croft Priſoners : but whether it was ſe- 
rjou3,, or onely fci1ed and fraadulent, tv caſt a: 
Miſt before our eyes, untill he gor his endson 
Wakefi:1d,Let all the World Judge by the true 
Relation of ic. The Perſons appointed to treat 
for us, were M.Stanbop and M.Newill; and for 
them M. Lambert and one M' Robinſon, The 
place named for the Treaty, was Kippax, The 
time WVhitſan- even. But the very Evening be- 
fore the mecting (no fooncr) he ſent on pur- 
pole to forbid ir, taking ſome ſleighr exception 
to the place, an1 dcfiring that Temple New- 
ſon might be named forit ; and more to the 
P-rions, alleging that M: Lambert and M. 


Robjnſon

Robinſon were Souldicrs, but M, Stanhop and 
M. New4U were none, and by conſequence 
knew not how tov eſtimate Souldiers accor- 
ding to thcir true worth, defiring that two 
Souldicrs mizht be named in their roomes, 
Which exception is ſo groll-ly and palpably 
frivolous in every mans judgment that knows 
both parcics, that it argues ſtrengly, tl at tle 
Treaty was noi 1.hed not heartily or bena fie, 
but craftily tor private advantage : for the ve- 
ry night following they fer forward toward 
Wakefield,and ſurpriſed it on Whitſunday, carly 
in che morning. But both before and ſince the 
ſaid Treaty,it hath been my deſire to have the 
Priſoners exchanged or redeemed. To which 
purpoſe (I muſt be his Remembrancer) ſun- 
dry Propoſitions have been made unto hin, 
both before this Mortallity tel] among them, 
and fince : as to deliver three hundred of them 
for three Men, Sir John Goodricke, Sir Thomas 
Danby, and Mayor Hiliard ; but it was retulzd. 
After thrs Sir. Thomas Glembam offered the 
Lord Fairfax to rclealte manfor man, to bring 
the ſick Pritoners 1n Carts or on Horſeback, 
and to deliver them two miles from T.dea- 
fter, in the midde way between Torke and 

Leeds, 
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Leeds, attended onely with one Troope of 
Horſe, if the Lord Fairfax would do the like, 
The T roopes not to ccme within a quarter 
of a Mile cach of other, but Officers. to be 
appuinted on cither ſide torecctve the Priſo- 
ners, and the Lord Fairefax and Sir Thomas 
Glembam to ingage their words reſpeCively 
each to other, that no interruption ſhould be 
given to either party, going or returning : but 
this offer alſo was reje&cd as the former, un« 
lefſe they might be delivered at Kippax, the 
place formerly refuſed by himſelfe. And aſtly, 
after Cenerall Goring was taken Priloncr, 
there was a Propoſition made to dclives the 
whole 709 upon very favourable terms, fo as 
the delivery of  Generall Goring, might be 
treated of and concluded at the {ime time : 
but that was ſleighted alſo. By all which ir 
13 as clear ag the Sup, that the Priſoners have 
bad as faire Accommodation ſrom us, as we 
could poſſibly afford, or their condition could | 
expect; and that they may thanke the Lord 
Fair/ax, and none but the Lord Fairfax and 
his Counſcllers, for their Jong durance ,, that 
the ſubdolous Arts, tac nice exceptions, the 
frivolous pr-tenlſcs, and the menacing lines of 
him

him or hits Conti bave been and ſill 
are the {ole and proper cauſe, uader Gods juit 
judgement of therr deaths , wao eicher have 
been or ſhall be {wept away in this Morrallity 
which is fallen among them : yet he 1s not at- 
fraid ro impure it to the Lord Gorizs and 
others. So it tollowes in his Declaration. 

Which is refuſed an1 oppoſed by the Lord Go- 
rivge andother Perſous inthat Army. 1ipcake 
upon good affurance, the Lord Goring never 
iaterpoſed in this matter untill his Sonncs 
ſickacde, and then he was a Furcherer and 
Fromoter of thelc Priſoners Liþercy , uutill 
the Lord Fairefax by his threatning and un+ 
ſcaſonable expreſſions in a Letter yer extant, 
(that ſuch «s took and deteined rhoſe Priſoners,did 
ris on hazard of their Lifes and fortunes, ) had 
awaxencd him to a juſt conſidcration of His 
Majeſtics Honour and advantage. And ſince 
bisSons inpriſonment,he hath been an carneſt 
Mover for a.faire Treaty. If he ſecke to 10- 
clude his Sonne thercin, if ke judge it une- 
quall that all the. Priſoners be reſtored to their 
Liberty, and he onely who tooke them Prilo- 
ners remaine in ſtrict Cuſtody, who can blame 


him ? the Lord Fairfix confefleth in one. of 
his 
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hisLetters, that when an oftcr was made tolim 
for tae exchange of thcetc Priſoners, ke 1d on 
purpole delay it for foure or five dayes, to trye 
it in the meane time he could procure the re- 
leaſing of ſome of his Superiour Officers. The 
calc is the very ſame, and his Officers had no 
ſuch nearc relation to him, as {ſuch a Sonne to 
ſucha Father. But if the Lerd Gorings Dc- 
n fires be pertinactonfly oppoſed, he is confident 
in the goudneſie of Almighty God' and the 
ſucceſſc of his Royall Maſtcr, that Deliverance 
ſhall ariſe ſhortly to bis Soane by another meanes. 
A \ Sotron the Seacroft Priloners he proceeds to

There was a 
Treaty indeed, and almoſt a concluſion, but 
broken oft by themſclvcs, and afterward the 
Town delivered up by the Commiſſioners or 
Depuric5 named and truſted by the Town to 
negotiate for them, (who were all defirous to 
return to their Loyalty and Obedience, )not- 
withſtanding the reJuctation of Capraine 
Farrfaxaud che other Captaines. Am I bound 
to make good all thoſe Covenants which 
themſelves deſerted ?

& idem ſum. This being the cafe, chey mizhe 


all have been deteined, without < « of pro- 


miſe. Yer Captain Fairfax was permitted to 
togo to the Lord Fairfax, upon his own ward 
toreturr,a'd hath been uſed with as much 
F jeedome and Courtetie as he can def're ; the 


others were ſtayed not for the butincfle of Ro- 


theram, but for the contribution towards the 
charge of the Warre which themiclves had 
helped ro raile, as was expreſly concluded in 
the Treaty ofRetberaw, if it had ſuccecded : 


and that wich'ſo much Courtcſy and Reſpet, 
thar che Principall of them M. Weſtby is fairly 


flipped away. And to let the World tec how 
unwilling. 1 am to come near the brinke of 
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promile-breaking,or within the ſuſpition of it,

Reynolds and M. Dalton are in the Sommer 
Hall, with another Gentleman one M. « on- 
ſtoble,a priloner for debt : And they three have 
that long Roome to themlicl ves, where {ome- 
times above thrice three Debters have been 
kepr. The two former have the Freedome of 
the Caſtle, The two latter are indeed re- 
ſtreined and upon juſt grounds : Dalton for 
preaching openly Sedition and Rebeliioa to 
the priſoners, and Keywolds tor teconding kim 
in it, 

His laſt charge is about Do@or Baſtw.ch 
and Captaine Ludlow. And alſo that Doftor 
Baſtwick and Captain Ludlow are made cloſe pri- 
foners, audall conveniences for their health denyed 
to them, inſomnch as all the Gentlemen aforeſaid 
are like to periſh, through thoſe uruſuall tortures 
and durances, which they ſuffer in their Imprt- 
ſorment at York. Torrures and unutuall tor- 
rures? who inflicte th them? when?upon whom? 
Falſhovd alwayes loves to goe ma»ked in ge- 
neralitics. Neither are thoſe two Prifoncrs 
any thing rohimarall, excepr his Chriſtian 
Charity which is ſo co!d r5 his Neizhbours, dv» 
olow toward ſtrangers. When DoGtor Baftwick 
&Captain Ludlow were firſt committed to the 
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Caſtle of Tork, they had all the Liberty which 
that place could attord and- much berter Ac- 
commodation.then they deterved; I belceve as 
good as the beſt Doctors in the Kingdom, who 
arc now in the cultody of the other party doe 
find. And in tals ſtate they might have conti- 
nued if a Malignant hearc,an envious eye, and 
an invetcratc rancour againſt Suveraignty,had 
not incitcd them to broach peſtilent principles 
to make tixcir Chamber a. Schoole of errour, a | 
poyſoned Fountain to infe@ the minds of His 
Maj-ſties Subjects, with Schiſmaticall and Se- | 
dirious opinions.

Andit is true, 
That bciog in this condition,of late they both 
fc1l ſick, not of a Conſ{uwption our of Griete, 
or for want of necellacy ſuſtenance,bur.of an 
hot Feaver, whereof Ludlow is dead, and Baſt- 
wicke 1s upon his recovery, God give him grace 
to amend his manners. But that corollary 
which follows, That all conveniences for their 
health are denied them, was forged in the ſame 
ſhop with the reſt of the Declaration. For the
